Whether this is true or not, it is 
quite evident that if building activity 
could be raised to its pre-depression 
levels, work would be found for sey 
eral hundred thousand people, either 
in the construction industries, or one 
of its allied activities, or in other 
lines of trade to supply the new army 
of the employed.

The farmer, at last, is being — re- 
membered, Under the first two heads 
of this program, the rural resident is 
to be given the same consideration as 
those who dwell in the cities. 

Several Obstacles 

There are several “ifs” about the 
scheme, One question is whether the 
average home-owner can attord lo 
borrow, even il he can get it cheap, 
to improve his present dwelling. Mt 
he is already carrying all the load 
possible, he won't be able to take ad- 
vantage of the scheme, even with low 
interest rates. 

Another question is; will the mun 
icipalities co-operate by exempting 
such a man from extra taxation lor a 
year or two at least? What  hotds 
many people back from improving 
their property is the knowledge that 
if they do, taxes, which are high 
enough already, will rise some more. 
Still another is; will the dealers in 
lumber and other raw materials in 
building, the trades unions and all 
the other factors entering into the 
cost of a house, co-operate by rend 
ering their services at the lowest lig- 
ure they can? 

The high cost of housing, the high 
cost of money, and the high level ol 
taxation; these are the three big bog- 
eys which have driven residence 
building lown to such low levels, In 
the first seven months ol resid 
ential construction contracts awarded 
Were Valued at $22,300,000, In 1928 and 
1929 thetotals at that time of the 
year were $85,600,000 and $S1,0UU,000 
respectively. 

No wonder there are reported to be 
80,000 houses short in Canada, and at 
least another quarter of a million not 
really fit to live in.

‘This 
statement is merely abusive and its implications libellous, If it is in- 
tended to mean that the members of theGrain Exchange, which com- 
prises all the elevator companies (including the Pools), the mills and 
merchants, both foreign and domestic, Who compete for the sale of 
the Western Canadian crop, are organized for the purpose, not of 
service to the producer but to prejudice his interest, this statement is 
not only false but must be known to be false to the editor and owners 
of this paper. 

3. The following statement is contained in a circular forwarded to 
various organizations throughout Western Canada by the Saskatche- 
wan Provincial President of the Co-operative Commonwealth Federa 
tion: “The Government, by setting the pegged price at 87 1-2c, basis 
No, 1 Nor.
